THE SPIRIT in which the Senate approved 
the nuclear nonproliferation treaty is a 
m a nifes­ 
tation of the desire to avoid a prolonged nucle­ 
ar weapons competition that is both cosily and 
dangerou.s 
In .spelling out his “new cxmcepl" in mis.sile 
defense, fhe President said the modified system, 
“ has been designed so that its defensive mtent 
K unmistakable.” 
'Fhat is hardly a new concept. Frimi the ouf- 
« ei of l.kS. missile production the government 
ha« maintained that though the missiles are of­ 
fensive in nature they were being manufactured

WASHINGTON — Walter Reuther, who start­ 
ed so much in the red. now is deep, deep in the 
black. But his profit may be his los.s. 
The oratorical Reuther, who had to borrow 
money to get to his first na­ 
tional union convention dec­ 
ades ago, and then slept with 
five or seven other delegates 
in one small room, now is 
pyramiding a 
s t r i k e fund 
which could hit $160 million 
by Sept 8, 1970. 
That will be cri.sis time for 
Mr. Reuther and the United 
Auto Workers, of which he is 
president — and for the U.S.. 
NnUor Kiesel 
of whi(*h Mr Nixon is President. For that day, 
the UAW will be free to strike the nation's auto 
industry, or parts thereof. 
.At this moment, his strike fund has almost 
hit over $80 million It takes in about $4 million 
monthly. 
It is this fund which pavs strike relief — an 
average of m to $26 weekly — when the men 
and women hit the bricks And his rank and

THE DEED must be proved 
by incontestable evidence of at 
least two eyewitnesses; it must 
be so outstanding that it clearly 
distinguishes the recipient’s gal­ 
lantry beyond the call of duty 
from lesser forms of bravery;
